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REQUIEM FOR A LITTLE GUY

In that particular corner of heaven re- 
served for cats, I hope they condone a 
little fun and foolishness now and then. 


My Little Guy wouldn’t be happy there 
with only angel-cats around. 
My Little Guy came to me on the 


Fourth of July which was fitting enough. 
He was a firecracker if ever there was 
one. He left me on a Christmas Eve and 
this, too, was entirely appropriate since 
that part of him which wasn’t firecracker 
was nothing less than saint. 

He was in trouble when we met. I found 
him crying his little heart out lying beside 
his dead mother in a roadside gutter. He, 
too, was more dead than alive. Because I 
knew he was starving, I rushed him to 
the nearest place where I might find 
nourishment for him and asked a bar- 
tender, “How about a jigger of warm 
milk ?” 

I didn’t start the Little Guy on the‘tra- 
ditional eye-dropper routine.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 





PART I 


Urolithiasis is the medical term for the 
formation of urinary calculi and the dis- 
eased condition associated with the pres- 
ence of urinary calculi. We of the cat 
fancy call this condition kidney stones. 

Many a loving pet and some of our 
most famous show cats have succumbed 
to this terrible condition. We wonder if 
there is anything we can do about it and 
if there are any precautions that could be 
taken against it. Well, this is a very dif- 
ficult problem, but as it is of extreme im- 
portance we shall try to bring to you 
some of the things that are known about 
it up to our present day. An article on this 
subject had been promised on several oc- 
casions but because of superstition on our 
part, we have been reluctant to publish it. 
With a hope and a prayer, here then, are 
our observations on kidney stones. 

CAUSES 

Exactly what may be the underlying 
causes of kidney stones otherwise known 
as calculi is undetermined at this time. All 
animals and humans as well are subject 
to the formation of calculi. Studies have 
been made and are still going on, but the 
chemical changes that cause them to form 
still escape our efforts to track down. 

First, let’s discuss the urinary system 
and how it works, so that we may have a 
little better understanding of what we are 
up against. We know that the urinary sys- 
tem consists of two kidneys, two ureters 
which carry the urine from the kidneys 
to the bladder, the bladder itself, and the 
urethra which carries the urine from the 
bladder to the outside of the body. 

This system has a very important duty 
to perform. It must eliminate waste water, 
salts, bacteria and other foreign sub- 
stances from the blood, but it must let 
the body retain the food elements in the 
blood, the blood itself, and sufficient salts 
and water to keep a balance of body 
fluids. In a sense the kidneys purify the 
blood. 

The kidney is made up of three parts. 
The outer portion called the cortex, in 
which large quantities of blood are 
strained to remove the waste products. 
The middle portion known as the medulla, 
composed of a maze of blood vessels and 
tubules which drain the urine from the 
cortex. The inner part, the pelvis, the col- 
lecting sac for the urine, is surrounded 
by muscle and mucous membranes, and 
by a pulsating action forces the urine 
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into the ureters. From the ureters the 


urine flows to the bladder where it is 
stored until some convenient time when 
it will be expelled through the urethra. 
The system will work under normal situ- 
ations very well. It is only when trouble 
develops that we sometimes wish it were 
a little less complicated. Stones can form 
in the pelvic sac of the kidney, may be- 
come lodged in the ureters, will collect 
and enlarge in the bladder, or may block 
the urethral passageway. 

Water is very important to this system 
and it is believed that if water is not 
taken in sufficient quantities, crystals will 
form and they will not be flushed away 
in time. Since stones are composed of 
minerals it is felt that excessive mineral 
intake will increase the chances of stone 
formations. Then too, infections coming 
down through the kidneys or up through 
the urethra will be an important factor in 
upsetting the urinary system. Vitamin A 
is a factor in controlling stones and must 
not be lacking. 


BLOCKAGE 


When blockage occurs in the ureters 
or the kidneys, the urine will be carried 
back into the blood, causing uremia. A 
toxic condition will exist with nausea, 
vomiting, dimness of vision, coma or con- 
vulsions, and a urinous odor to the breath 
will be present. This happens because the 
pelvic sac is constantly forcing the urine 
along and when it becomes blocked there 
is no place for the urine to go but back 
into the bloodstream. Death will be the 
result of this condition. 

Should the blockage occur in the ure- 
thra, the urine will be retained in the blad- 
der. The urine may back up into the 
ureters and kidneys, producing the same 
results as a ureter blockage or it may 
force the bladder to inflate. Enough pres- 
sure could be exerted to cause either the 
bladder or the urethra to burst. If this 
happens the urine will spill out into the 
peritonium cavity (abdomen) with death 
following shortly. 

Pain will accompany both of these con- 
ditions and the cat will go into a state 
of shock. We can be thankful for this 
because if shock, coma, or convulsions did 
not happen, I doubt if we could bear to 
see our pets suffer so terrible a death. 


CHEMICAL COMPOSITION 


According to the Merck Veterinary 
Manual, “the chemical composition of 
calculi varies with the pH of the urine. 
Amorphous phosphates, carbonates, and 
triple phosphates are precipitated in urine 
of excessive alkalinity, while urates, oxal- 
ates and crystalline phosphates and car- 
bonates are generally precipitated in urine 
which is neutral or acid in reaction. In 
cats, urinary calculi are composed of cal- 
cium carbonate, calcium phosphate, cal- 
cium sodium or ammonium urate, am- 


moniomagnesium phosphate, or cystine. 
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Varying amounts of organic material may 
be present in calculi.” 

These mineral salts in the form of tiny 
crystals which ordinarily would pass 
through the system may collect on or- 
ganic nuclei and begin the formation of 
stones. In some mysterious way the crys- 
tals gather one upon the other and can 
build up to large size. If they form in the 
pelvic sac they are known as renal cal- 
culi and can completely fill this sac. 
Should they become lodged in the ureters 
which are very small they are known as 
ureteral calculi, and when they collect in 
the bladder, and there can be any number 
of them, they are known as vesical calculi. 
If they collect in the urethra they cause 
urethral blockage, for the urethra is also 
a very small opening and it does not take 
much to block its passageway. 


DIET 


Can we blame the stones on the diet? 
This is a question that is difficult to an- 
swer. One thing is generally accepted: 
It is advisable to change the diet im- 
mediately upon determination of stones. 
However, it has not been definitely proven 
that any particular food will form calculi. 

In the January 1957 issue of Cats, an 
article by Robert L. Stansbury, D.V.M., 
and Roger W. Truesdail, Ph.D., titled 
Occurrence of Urinary Stones in Cats 
Receiving Different Diets pointed out 
that the use of fish or fish products as a 
mainstay of the diet in no way contributed 
to the formation of stones. In further up- 
holding the use of fish in the diet, con- 
sider the breeders of England. During the 
war they did not have access to meat and 
were’ compelled to use fish. It has been 
stated that no blockage occurred during 
that time and it was only after the war, 
when meat was again available, that signs 
of stones reappeared. 

We know that many, many, breeders 
use meat exclusively in the diet without 
the formation of stones. Many of the meat 
diets are made up of either horsemeat 
or beef. Various parts such as the mus- 
cle meats, liver. kidneys, and brains are 
utilized in the diets very successfully. One 
wonders how this can be a factor in the 
stone formation. 

Let’s consider Brewers Yeast. We 
know there is a goodly amount of mineral 
ash in Brewers Yeast and this alone is 
considered to be detrimental. And yet, 
many of us do use Brewers Yeast in the 
diet. 

Vitamins and minerals are a must for 
health but the minerals are considered to 
be the main fault in the makeup of stones. 
Can we do without minerals in the diet? 
Certainly not. 

What can we do about the diet? It 
would be wise to use a balanced diet, 
being sure to see that all the necessary 
nutrients are included. How much of this 
to use, how much of that to use, what to 


put in, what to leave out, can only be

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MALE TORTOISESHELL CATS IN JAPAN

An article “On the Origin of the Male 
Tortoiseshell Cat” in The Journal of 
Heredity for November—December, 1956 
is a contribution from the National Insti- 
tute of Genetics in Japan, where two sci- 
entists have worked with a number of 
male tortoiseshell cats which occur much 
more frequently in that country than in 
England, where similar studies have been 
made. The ancient belief that such animals 
bring their owners good luck and security 
is still so prevalent in Japan that the birth 
of a male tortoiseshell kitten is usually 
recorded in the press. How many news- 
papers in America would print it if some- 
one sent in such a piece of news! 

Orange cats, which, as we have long 
known, bear a relationship to tortoise- 
shells, are also much more numerous in 
Japan than in London. The tortoiseshell- 
and-white mother cat of my childhood, 
irrespective of what mate she chose, in- 
variably produced at least one male or- 
ange kitten in her litters, and this was the 
one we saved as there was always a good 
home to be found for a kitten of that 
color. 

The Japanese scientists found that if 
the mother was orange and the father 
black or tabby, the daughters were regu- 
larly tortoiseshells, the sons regularly or- 
ange and exceptionally tortoiseshell. If 
the colors of the parents were reversed 
and the mother was black or tabby, the 
father orange, the daughters would still 
be regularly tortoiseshells, exceptionally 
black or tabby, and the sons would be 
black or tabby, with an exceptional tor- 
toiseshell. 

Working then with tortoiseshell moth- 
ers, they found that if these were mated 
to a black or tabby male, the daughters 
would be either tortoiseshell, black or 
tabby and only exceptionally tortoiseshell. 
But if an orange male were mated with 
a tortoiseshell female, the daughters would 
be tortoiseshell or orange and only ex- 
ceptionally black or tabby, while the sons 
would be the same colors as when the 
father was black or tabby. 

From these experiments they concluded 
that the gene for orange color is sex- 
linked, but not the gene for tabby or 
black. 

The scientists had only to make it 
known that they were interested in study- 
ing male tortoiseshells when the location 
of sixty-five was revealed, of which they 
made special studies of some twenty-four. 
Some were fertile, some sterile. In one 
case a male tortoiseshell had sired fifty- 
six kittens by three females; and they 
found that if in a litter sired by a tortoise- 
shell a male tortoiseshell kitten occurred, 
the son would be fertile like his father. 
They report that the mother of a male 
tortoiseshell may be of any color. 

From the illustrations it appears that 
the scientists did not work with what we 


regard in America as true tortoiseshells, 
but with tortoiseshell-and-white, which 
are called tortoiseshell in Japan and some 
other countries. The genetics and instincts 
of the two breeds appear to be identical. 
The pictures show bobtailed cats, which 
are common in Japan. One appears to be 
white with a few black or gray spots on 
the back and a black bobtail, the face 
being also white except for black above 
the right eye and between the ears. The

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determined by further research over a 
period of many, many, years. 

There is one thing that may be clear. 
Kittens and young cats, pregnant or lac- 
tating mothers, do need an ample supply 
of minerals but a fully grown male does 
not. It may be well to eliminate the sup- 
plement of minerals to a male, and to 
rely on the food alone to give him the 
necessary amount of minerals he needs, 
eliminating also any foods with excessive 
amounts of calcium. 

DETECTION 

It is wise to thoroughly observe your 
cats, watching their actions, for this will 
reveal many things that may otherwise go 
undetected. If urinary blockage has devel- 
oped you will notice the cat go frequently 
to his pan as if to urinate. Considerable 
straining will be noted, but do not mis- 
take this for simple constipation. Muriel 
Morton Koenig (May 1955 Cats, Uri- 
nary Blockage in the Male Cat) gave an 
excellent description of the symptoms. 
Since many of you do not have this issue, 
it will be repeated here: 

“In all kidney trouble the cat rapidly 
loses condition, the cat looks ragged and 
the eyes recede into the head. In kidney 
trouble of the acute type the cat usually 
shows a marked depression and there may 
be intermittent vomiting. The cat be- 
comes very weak and you may notice 
that less or no urine is being passed and 
it is darker or thicker than usual. The 
cat frequently licks the genital organs in 
an effort to relieve the pain or discom- 
fort. A pressure on the loins (sides of 
the abdomen) will cause the cat to cry 
out in pain. This crouching position and 
a disinclination to move about are very 
symptomatic. There is usually a curious 
stiffness of movement as if the cat had 
rheumatism and he will just crouch and 
swish his tail in an unnatural manner. In 
later stages the mouth may become con- 
gested, the blood vessels inside the mouth 
become enlarged and the cheeks red. 
There may be an ulceration of the mouth. 
In the terminal stage (near death) there 
is a drop in temperature and the feet and 
legs become cold to the touch.” 

You can help your cat if at the first 
sign of straining or dribbling you go into 
action. Use a clear pan without paper or 
kitty litter. In this way you will have a 
fresh clear sample of the urine. Look to 
see if any sand-like residue has collected 
on the bottom or if a milky-looking strain 
is floating within it. In later stages the 
formation of blood will be noticed and a 
pungent odor will be present. 

Through the use of litmus paper you 
can often determine if trouble is develop- 
ing. A good one to use is that known as 
Hydrion paper (Essential Laboratories, 
Brooklyn, N.Y.) which can be purchased 
at your local drugstore. It comes with a 
color chart and by dipping some of this 
litmus paper in the urine you will notice 
it will change in color. Place this along- 
side of the color chart and compare them. 
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A cat’s urine should be normally acid 
between #6 and #7. If there is a varia- 
tion either way you should consult your 
veterinarian and take prompt action. 
Whenever any calculi symptoms occur 
it is imperative that the veterinarian be 
called in. By the use of his hands he can 
feel the distended bladder or locate the 
blockage by feeling the pulsations at dif- 
ferent points where blockage is known to 
occur. He may also resort to the use of 
X-ray which will reveal stones if they 
are not too small. I cannot stress too 
highly the importance of your veterinarian 
at this time, for early diagnosis and treat- 
ment are imperative. 
Surgical and medical treatments being used for 


Urolithiasis will be discussed in part II of this 
article, next month.

My Little Guy taught me at least one 
lesson, too. From him I learned—or 
rather re-learned, since once I had learned 
it before—that if you can’t open the doors 
in this life the next best thing is to be 
prepared if suddenly a door opens to you. 

He liked doors, my Little Guy. Some- 
thing about them fascinated him. I like 
to think of him now as having found a 
new door—a strange kind of Christmas 
Eve door that opened only once and still 
intrigues his feline fancy. I like to think 
of him as happily romping in some celes- 
tial catnip-bed beyond the pain and torture 
of uremic poisoning and all the ills that 
beset a cat on earth. I like to think of him 
as joyously chasing butterflies in Heaven 
or retrieving little balls of cloud-stuff, 
diligently bringing them back to a new 
Master who rewards him for his penchant 
for spreading sunshine wherever he goes. 

I’m sure my Little Guy misses me; that 
he has wondered a lot about that last door 
that opened only once. And I’m certain, 
as I’m certain I loved him, that on the 
threshold he sits and waits, confident as 
a cat can be that sometime, somehow, that 
door will open at least once more and I'll 
be coming through.

other has all white underparts including 
feet and legs, breast and face up to the 
eyes, with gray forehead and a black M 
in the forehead. The body is narrow- 
striped tabby with short gray tail dotted 
with black, and with irregular black 
patches on the back and sides. 

In America, as we know, tabby mark- 
ings or even one white hair will disqualify 
the true tortoiseshell cat for show pur- 
poses, its correct colors being black, red 
and cream in clear patches, with orange 
or deep copper eyes and a blaze on the 
nose, half black and half orange. The 
tortoiseshell-and-white cat, for showing, 
must have a blaze of white on face, breast 
and legs, and patches of the same color 
as in the true tortoiseshell. The colors are 
the same in both sexes, in either breed. 

As to disposition, the male tortoiseshell 
cats studied in Japan were generally not 
interested in females, and no doubt it fol- 
lows that they were not in the habit of 
engaging in the usual battles of male cats 
during the mating seasons. In fact the 
report reads that they showed an absence 
of masculinity and kept away from other 
males. 

The Japanese scientists have made the 
most comprehensive, the most technically 
scientific study of tortoiseshell cats that 
has yet appeared, and its significance will 
be as far-reaching as there exists an in- 
terest in cats. Their names are Taku 
Komai and Takanki Ishihara.

To 
date, only one placement has been re- 
turned. 

We are always so happy to read and 
hear of people such as Mrs. Edgerton and 
encouraged that there are so many of 
them. 

In Pompton Lakes, New Jersey, the 
Star-Ledger reported that a cat-licensing 
ordinance has started a new battle. The 
leaders of the movement to repeal the 
ordinance were asked to sit with a special 
committee named by the Board of Health. 
At a stormy session in which they con- 
tended that the borough will be overrun 
with rats unless the cat is permitted to 
control them, the health officer stated that 
he didn’t believe there were any more rats 
than there were four months ago when the 
ordinance was passed.
